T e ? num ^ er of years ago, I wrote a short article 
xor the Numismatic Scrapbook about the "King of Elongated 
Coins, a piece I had discovered- an 1883 Hawaiian half 

Jooi 32, T that ^ ad been elongated at the World's Fair in 
I considered this the nicest and scarcest elong¬ 
ated I had ever owned, so I named it "The King." 

-After the article appeared, I had several inquiries 
about it and several months later when I attended a con¬ 
vention in Springfield, Massachusetts, an officer in the 
Marine Corps, "Brownie" Gill, approached me about pur¬ 
chasing this coin. I could see he was an avid collector 
and deadly serious about aquiring this item. I was not interested 

m selling it at the time, but did tell him I would give him first 

consideration should I change my mind. 

During the next few years, in Washington, Boston and other 
cities, I would meet "Brownie" and we would always enjoy talking 
about elongateds. I told him I would sell it to him. He'offered to 

? ay me for it, but I told him to wait until I sent it and he could 
hen send me a check. I searched everywhere for it, but I could not 
locate it and when I wrote to him he was quite upset about it. How¬ 
ever, I advised him that as soon as I found it he would become the 

owner of the piece. 

We corresponded from time to time and then he was stationed in 
Okinawa. He sent me a beautiful gift- and I searched again, but 
still could not come up with the coin. The years were passing and 
"Brownie" had become more nervous about the prized possession. There 
was only one thing to do— 

I wrote to him stating that if anything happened to me the 
piece was to be delivered to him and the letter was set up in the 
form of a legal document. This soothed "Brownie" for a while and 
then he began to wonder if I really had it. He had now become a 
Major in the Marines and was located in Albany, New York. 

The years rolled on and the Goulds decided to move on to sunny 

California. I went to the bank vault to check over some material 
that I wanted to take along with me and I could’nt believe it myself, 
but there it was, "The King of Elongateds." I did not know whether 
to call, wire or write "Brownie" because the shock might be too much 
for him, but I did send it out to him immediately by registered mail. 
He was excited and happy and called me immediately. His letter of 
thanks is priceless and belongs in the archives of numismatics. 

There is one important moral to this story— keep your coins in 
better condition than I did. Have them labled and catalogued prop¬ 
erly, with an inventory, to avoid the years of uncertainty poor 

"Brownie" had to go through. 

Believe it or not, I am going through the same 7-year vigil with 
a Unique counterstamped coin of Puerto Rico. I have had telephone 
calls on Christmas, on the collectors birthday, as well as inumer- 
able letters asking me if I have found the coin he is waiting 
for and when I saw him recently at the ANA convention, we reminisced 
about the years of suspense on this counterstamped piece. He still 
has not given up hope, but I know he is concerned. As for me, I know 
the piece will make its appearance, just as did the elongated, and we 
will then have another happy collector. 

To the patient and understanding "Brownie" Gill, I award the 
medal of "Stamina, Devotion and Courage" under bleak and adverse 
conditions.

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MODERN RARITIES-DO THEY EXIST AND TOY? 

Does the modern elongated coin manufacturer roll coins that are 
a rarity before they ever leave his shop? The answer to this ques¬ 
tion is that most of them do. I find that on a quickly compiled list 
I have come up with nine rollers that have rolled rarities in a quan¬ 
tity of 25 or less pieces and a good number of these have rolled rar¬ 
ities with a mintage of 10 pieces and even less. 

Most of these rarities are rolled in the form of die trial or 
pattern pieces. The more a roller has to do personally with the 
making of his dies the more apt he is to roll such pieces. Some roll¬ 
ers call them progressional pieces and may roll as many as 5 or 6 
different varieties before finally calling his die a finished piece. 
In the case of these progressional pieces, the die maker will lay out 
the main center piece of the coin and put the die in and roll a few 

specimens to be sure everything is going to work out as planned. He 

will then remove the die and engrave it a little further and then re¬ 
peat the rolling process. The number of different pieces rolled of 
course, depends on how many times this process is repeated. 

Some of these rarities are made because of an error. A roller 
will roll a few pieces before he discovers he has made an error on 

the coin. This could be a spelling error or a wrong date. In one 

case I know of the name of the wrong town. At any rate when the die 
is corrected all the previously rolled coins, from such dies are know 
as errors and the rarity would depend on how many were rolled before 
the error was discovered. 

I know of one well known Midwest Roller that told me of rolling 
only 7 pieces from a new die when the die cracked beyond use. This 
of course created an extremely rare elongated immediately. I know of 
a few pieces which were rolled in extremely small quantities such as 
only 2 or 3 pieces. They did not meet with the makers approval so the 
die was not engraved further and was scrapped. These of course would 
be extremely rare pieces. 

In most cases I have found the average collector is not opposed 
to these rarities,if he gets one. If he does not get one he thinks 
its unfair that they were even made. It is just human nature to be a 
little resentful if you get left out but with so many collectors and 
only a few of a certain variety some one is bound to be left out. 

Another way a collector can look at these rarities are that they 
are not a regular issue and he can have a complete collection of all 
regular issues and can say that his collection is complete as far as 
regular issues are concerned, but that he does'nt collect patterns 
and trial pieces. Very few coin collectors collect trial and patterns 
because of their rarity but they do know they exist. 

As to the reason a roller would want to roll these scarce pieces 
and then let collectors have them rather than destroy them, there are 
several reasons. The first reason I will mention is money. I know of 
at least 2 rollers that have charged $10.00 each and more for these 
rarities. I also know of at least two more rollers, that made their 
rarities mostly in retaliation to those that charged the high prices. 
They felt that they could not afford to pay the $10.00 or up for the 
coins to put in their collection, so therefore they made some of 
their own which could be traded to other rollers for rarities. I 
think there is also a certain amount of satisfaction to a roller to 
know that at least some of his productions are in demand.

In closing this article I would like to answer one question. 
Have I rolled any of these modern rarities? The answer to that is 
yes. I have rolled several and I hope to publish a list of them in 
the not too distant future. I would also like to say that practically 
all my rarities are no longer available. They have all been given 
away except for a very few that were traded to another roller. None 
have been sold.

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REROLL — "RESTRIKES" by G. Mecarrello TEC #40 

"Restrikes"- What are Restrikes? In plain language, not to go to 
Webster, its any medal or token stamped from the original dies, that 
the medal or token was originally made, with out any change what so 
ever. The original is called a strike, any made after the time per¬ 
iod of the originals, are Restrikes. So, as far as I'm concerned 
there are, No Restrikes, when we are talking about Elongates. Now- 
I know you are all mumbling about this at this time. So let me go on. 

What we all should be talking about is a Reroll of Elongates. 
Now how do we define a Reroll? Any coin or material elongated from 
a die, that was, or has been made to dedicate a certain object, af¬ 
fair, or a significant event. This is the most important thing of 
all, if said die has a date on it. Only then should it be called 
and sold, as a Rerolled Elongate. 

Now remember this, before you start writing rebuttals,- I know 
of quite a few of the dies that were made in the 1920's and 1930's. 
They are still owned by the original people, that had the dies made 
in the first place. They are still rolling them out every summer, at 
some fairs and other amusement areas. So now, what do we call these 
elongates? To me, they are still made from the original dies, by the 
same rollers. Think about this please. 

As I said before, if its dated and then some one else buys the 
dies and rerolls them, it should be marked in some way as a Reroll. 
As it was mentioned in other articles, its quite hard to tell a re¬ 
roll, from the original. Unless you have had a lot of experience 
with elongates. 

Now lets get the record straight. I in no way, do I approve of 
any elongates made this way, to be sold as the original. I handle 
quite a number of elongates a week, for my Elongated Coin Museum. 

I see all types of different elongates come as originals. As was 
said before, you see N.Y.tf.F. (1) elongate on 1934 steel cents, 
I960 etc. cents, and other coins. This is true, not only of this fair, 
but about every event that had an elongate ma.de for it. 

I believe if you buy an elongate, you should know if its. a re¬ 
roll or not. Many times you can not blame the dealer, as in most 
cases, he does'nt know that much about elongates.

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TIKES AND EVENTS ROLLED ON CENTS by Roger Munie TEC #488 


Times and events are in my eyes, thats what elongated cents are 
all about. When I first started collecting elongated cents, I tried 
to get all the new ones and old ones out. I thought it would'nt be 
hard to find them all, in a short time. Some of the newer ones sold 
for 250, 500 or 750. The older ones, made before 1940 were selling 
from $2.50 to $8.50. Before long I bought about 125 pieces, which 
were mostly 500 a piece. Then I decided I was doing something wrong. 

I saw one of those St. Louis World’s Pair 1904 elongated cents 
for $4.00 and I bought it. I think: what I was doing wrong, was try¬ 
ing to get every elongate out. There is no reason why I should buy 
the elongates I really don’t care for. I think a collector should 
make up his mind, as to which elongates he prefers, and then go 
after them. For instance, set a goal, pick a type or variety you 
like and have fun, trying to find them. Out of all the elongated 
cents I ever saw, I think St. Louis World's Pair, 1904, are what I 
am looking for in an elongated cent. I think the detail and the de- 
talic is very nice on those pieces. 

I have been collecting St. Louis World's Pair, 1904 and I found 
23 out of 25 elongates listed in Dottie Dows book. I only need two 
more now. One is the S.L.W.P. 16, "The Pike Souvenier." The other 
one is S.L.W.P. 23, "Louisiana Purchase Monument," with Hall's 151 
Wabash Ave., Chicago, on the back. I will pay $100.00 for S.L.W.P. 
#16 and $50.00 for S.L.W.F. #23. Most of the S.L.W.P. have detalic 
borders except two of them, which are very rare. I'm happy to say I 
have both of them. One is S.L.W.P. #15 with a rope border and the 
other one is S.L.W.P. #20, U.S. Government Building with a rope bor¬ 
der. 

I also collect encased tokens and medals on the St. Louis Worlds 
Pair 1904 and find them very interesting. 

The above ideas are my own, on collecting elongated cents. I 
hope you can get an idea of what I thought some one, just starting 
out, might go through.

At this time I put about six XXXXX marks across each die and in— 
bed it m lucite. I know other rollers deface their dies and roll a 
few^pieces, to show proof of a destroyed die. Then they murder the 
rest of the die, so its not recognized as a die, and then dispose of 
i t * 


I believe as in other facets of the coin or medal hobby. The 
more one knows how elongates are made, the better understanding of 
the hobby he has, the better collector he will be. 

Do you as collectors and as rollers know, how many different 
types of dies are used to make some of the elongates you collect? In 
my museum I have over seven different ways dies are made. 

Do you know they come in different shapes and sizes? They are 
also made of different type steels. How would I know about them, if 
all the dies were destroyed? Some are hollow metal rings, Some are 
segements, some half round segements and some are solid rolls and 
other shapes. 

So you see, I think there is a better way. How about engraving 
"COPY" across the die? Then the die can still be studied and looked 
at, with the original engraving. 

As it was said in other articles, ask your dealer roller if the 
die has been defaced. Heres where we should have proof of it. 

Maybe the club could have a committee on the authentification of 
a defaced die. This could be done by the roller, sending one of the 
defaced Elongates for the committee to inspect and authenticate it. It 
also could be published in the TEC News. A record could be kept of 
the date this was done. The die, then should be returned to the roll¬ 
er. As some of the rollers only rolled a few of these pieces as proof 
of the destroyed die and not as another variety, which its not.

The greatest boost to the hobby of collecting old elongated coins 
came in 1965 when Dottie Dow published her book, The Elongated Col¬ 
lector. She had the help of eighty-six other collectors in photo¬ 
graphing and coding all of the known varieties of elongateds. Al¬ 
though more than 800 different ones were pictured in the book, we 
know that there were many which were not known at the time and which 
were not included. 

I thought that it might be of interest to members of our TEC organi¬ 
zation, if information could be issued in our news letter on the un¬ 
listed pieces which the members might have. In each issue of the 
news letter I will try to give information on unlisted pieces 
which I know about. I will need help from other members in doing 
this.
